^ Cuba -USSR : The Soviet passenger ship Admi- 

ral Nakh^^ sailed from Havana Harbor at 1700 
EST on 15 Iktorch. 

The liner, largest in use on the Soviet-Cuban 
run, has a normal passenger capacity of 1,200 and 
could carry an estimated 4,500 if fitted out as a 
troop transport.

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Kashmir: Little progress was made toward a 
Kashmir settlement in the most recent talks be- 
tween Pakistan and India. 

The central question of the disposition of the 
main valley of Kashmir was largely avoided. De- 
spite recriminations stemming from Pakistan’s re- 
cent border accord with Communist China, both 
sides remain determined to prolong the talks rather 
than assume the onus for breaking them off. 

For the first time, Pakistan proposed broad- 
ening the discussions to issues not related to Kash- 
mir when Foreign Minister Bhutto raised the prob- 
lem of India’s current evictions of Moslems from 
Tripura territory in eastern India. Pakistan had 
previously opposed India’s efforts to discuss other 
issues as a stalling tactic. 

A fifth round of talks has been scheduled to 
begin on 21 April in Karachi 
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Malaysia ; Indonesia, Malaya, and the Philip- 
pines are moving toward a conference concerning 
the projected Malaysian Federation. 

Philippine President Macapagal, who is spear- 
heading mediation efforts, hopes that recent informal 
talks among officials of the three countries will lead 
to a ministerial conference and eventually a heads- 
of -government meeting. 

Malaya's Prime Minister Rahman stated on 14 
March that his government is prepared to enter 
talks with Indonesia and the Philippines. Neverthe- 
less, he still intends to bring Malaysia into being 
by 31 August, 

Indonesian Foreign Minister Subandrio has re- 
cently adopted a conciliatory attitude. After talks 
With Macapagal, he expressed optimism that tri- 
partite ministerial talks would materialize. Subandrio 
is thoroughly committed to blocking the Malaysia 
project, however, a nd his tactics appear designed 
to./stall the merger. \
